I have  the  honour  to  present  you  with  my  Report  on 
the  health  of  your  district  during  1921. 

This  Report  is  based  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Circular 
relating  to  the  contents  and  arrangement  of  the  Annual 
Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health,  issued  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  (dated  28th  December,  1921). 

The  Circular  having  as  its  object  a reduction  of  the  time 
required  for  preparation  and  of  the  cost  of  printing,  requests 
that  Survey  Reports  (Annual  Reports  of  a full  and  detailed 
character)  be  made  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  hve  years. 
For  the  intervening  years  Ordinary  Reports  (Annual  Reports 
of  a more  simple  character  and  containing  only  certain  mini- 
mum requirements)  are  desired.  The  Annual  Reports  for 
1919  and  1920  are  to  be  treated  as  constituting  the  first  of 
a series  of  Survey  Reports  ; consequently  this  will  be  an 
Ordinary  Report.

Notification  is  quite  efficient,  except  that  occasionally 
doubtful  cases  sent  to  the  Dispensary  are  not  notified.

Inspection  of  Places  where  Food  is  Prepared. 

A systematic  inspection  of  Slaughter-houses,  Butchers' 
Shops,  Bakehouses,  and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
or  exposed  for  sale,  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
the  number  of  such  inspections  being  set  out  in  the  tabular 
statement. 

One  formal  seizure  was  made  of  seven  sides  and  six  pieces 
of  bacon,  of  a total  weight  of  390  lb. 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  voluntarily  surrendered  as 
unfit  for  human  food  : — 

One  carcass  of  pork  ; one  case  of  pigs’  plucks. 

88  lb.  of  beef  ; one  beef  liver. 

One  carcass  of  lamb. 

6 lb.  of  corned  beef. 

653  lb.  of  fish. 
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During  the  year  fifteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and 
forwarded  for  examination  by  animal  experiment  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli.  These  samples,  together  with  eight  taken  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  preceding  year,  included  all  sources  of  local 
and  imported  supplies.  In  no  case  was  the  Tubercle  Bacillus 
found. 

Number  and  Condition  of  Slaughter=hoi!ses,  Registered  or 
Licensed. 

There  are  four  licensed  slaughter-houses  within  the 
District,  all  being  modern  brick  buildings  and  in  good  order. 

Arrangements  for  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation,  and  the 
Extent  of  their  Use. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  undertake  the  disinfection  of 
premises  after  infectious  disease.  The  rooms  are  sprayed  and 
fumigated  with  formaldehyde  ; bedding  and  clothing  is 
removed  to  the  Steam  Disinfector  Station  at  the  Sewage  ' 
Works.  A gratuitous  supply  of  disinfectants  is  also  made 
in  such  cases. 

Disinfection  was  carried  out  at  64  houses  and  at  22  schools; 

72  lots  of  bedding  and  clothing  were  disinfected  by  steam. 

The  local  amthority  have  not  undertaken  the  disinfesta- 
tion of  premises,  all  such  cases  being  dealt  with  by  the  service 
of  notices  on  the  owners  or  occupiers. 

Action  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Miikshops  Orders. 

Frequent  inspections  have  been  made  of  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds and  Miikshops,  but  no  serious  infringements  of  the  Order 
have  been  noted.  Limewashing  has  been  regularly  carried 
out,  and  the  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  well  main- 
tained.
